Aug. 20.—It w as officially 
announced for the first time tiiat til© 
new residence of Nicholas Romanoff, 
the deposed Russian emperor, is at 
Tobolsk, a western Siberia town which 
recently achieved a dubious pubic-Itv 
In revolutionary Russia as the birth- 
place of Gregory Rasputin, the myi-tic 
monk, who wielded a remarkable in- 
tiuern e of th e former em p ero r’s family 
up to Hie time of the priest’s assam lo­ 
af ion in Petrograd last December. Tho 
official announcem ent says: 
“Owing to reasons of state the gov­ 
ernment decided to transfer to a new 
residence the former emperor and em ­ 
press, who are detained under guard. 
The place selected was Tobolsk, where 
they were taken after requisite meas* 
m e a to insure their safety. With them 
went of their own free will their chil­ 
dren and certain of their entourage.” 
According to some newspapers the 
former Imperia! family wil live per­

palace at Tobolsk, which is a large 
house without modern improvements, 
built in the eighteenth century for a 
local speculator.

The most difficult problems which con­ 
front the m anagers of the war In this 
country ure to enforce all the laws 
passed by congress un*] ald Mr. Wilson 
in exerting the low ers granted him In 
time of war. 
To meet all the require­ 
ments of the present ami coming con­ 
ditions It will he necessary to super­ 
vise the activities and mode of life of 
more than 100,000,0*JO people, ami that 
is no small task. 
Much will l>e attempted by moral 
suasion, by invoking the voluntary ald 
of people to save food, economize on 
supplies und otherwise conserve the 
resources for the war. 
But voluntary 
economy will not suffice. 
There are 
to** many people who will pay no at­ 
tention to appeals of officials. 
There 
lire too many people also who are try- 
hjg to inuke money out of the war who 
will not be Controlled by anything hut 
positive force. 


Under M ilitary Law. 
lf the w ar Is prolonged and the Unit­ 
ed Stutes is compelled to do all that Is 
expected by the ulllcs the time Is not 
fur distant when the country must go 
under military law. 
W aste and oxtrav. 
agance will he curbed by government 
officials. 
Speculators will be tinder a 
regime of price flxhig. 
All commodi­ 
ties will have to ho controlled and 
doled out as necessity demands. 
It 
was Senator 
1a*wis of Illinois, 
often the spokesman for the adm inis­ 
tration in the senate, who said he was 
willing to "Prussianize America In or­ 
der to defeat Prussia ” 
We may have 
to go under the rigid German rules bi 
order to succeed and* furnish food and 
ammunitions to tile armies ami to the 
allies in Europe. 


T h at W ill Be Difficult. 
Everybody who has anything to do 
with the war looks forward to drastic 
aition 
with misgivings. 
It Is well 
known that any curb upon the individ­ 
ual has alw ays Ikkjii Irksome to him 
Liberty Is more than a catch word. To 
dole out to each person a ration and to 
fix the pliers of all commodities are 
such giant tasks that it is no wonder 
that our officials hope that people may 
be persuaded to do wiiat Is required 
of them ruttier than compelled. 


Asserting Their Patriotism, 
Many communities, from states to 
municipalities, have felt impelled to 
assert their patriotism and show that 
they are staunchly standing by the 
government. 
All this ought to he sat­ 
isfactory even if It ought also to be 
unnecessary. 
During the Spanish war 
It Is doubtful lf there w as a single 
note which called for challenge of loy­ 
alty. 
There were many people who 
believed that that w ar w as unneces­ 
sary, but there never wus any ques­ 
tion of loyalty of all the people to the 
Unite*! States. 
We did not then hear 
charges of treason nor men called "cop­ 
perheads” In the debates In congress. 


Too Enthusiastic. 
There have t>een am using comments 
made about the overenthusiastic gov- 
eminent official who got out a cir­ 
cular urging people to cease Joy rid­ 
ing In order to save gasoline. 
He 
must have l>een unaw are that such 
form of recreation la practiced by near­ 
ly everybody "higher up’’ In the gov­ 
ernment. 
Official motors are going far 
and near every evening carrying those 
who work on government problems by 
day. 
Possibly Die w arning was intend­ 
ed for people outside of Washington. 
Lewis Commenda Smoot. 
Senator Lewia of m in d s was mak 
lug a aperch and made reference to the 
cost of the war as shown in figures pre­ 
sent *h1 by Senator Smoot of Utah. 
In 
doing so he remarked, “ However much 
I differ from bim in the doctrines of 
{Hfliticti, as a mystical, magical, meta 
physician of statistics no one eau dis­ 
pute bim.” 
Iberia was Interrupted by laughter 
from all parts of the senate, lo which 
Siuoot heartily joined. 


Now's Blunt Opinion. 
Ju st is'fore the food control bill je s s ­ 
ed Senator New of Indiana bluntly ex­ 
pressed this opinion: " I f the truth were 
known there are not ten members of 
the senate—let us confess it—who ac­ 
tually twdleve In this bill. 
I do not 
think then* are that many who believe 
that the bill is going to work out as its 
s|x>nsors have sought to make the peo­ 
ple believe and with great success.” 
And no one rose to challenge the 
statement. 


Can M ake Trouble. 
Senator Jim Reed of Missouri la 
.•aidable man. 
He 
Is 
untiring, and 
talk comes caster to him than to a1 
nnvst any man in the senate. 
He is

What It W ould Moan In Railw ay Cars 


of Various K in d s and In Supplies and 
Equipment to Carry a Million and a 


H a lf Men Acrose the Country. 


Before a l>ody of troops Is entrained 
the time and place of every move are 
mapped out, Including the date and 
place of entraining, destination, time 
of arrival, route, assembly polut, time 
of troops leaving assembly point, route 
of assembly point to truln, time of ar­ 
rival at station, time of boarding train, 
time of departure of train, rate of trav­ 
el over each section of route, time. 
place and duration of stops; time and 
place of feeding troops und animals 
and a schedule showing the assign­ 
ment of troops an<4 equipage to each 
car. 
Aside from this are countless de­ 
tails connected with procuring sup­ 
plies, the disposal of troops and their 
care. 
All these preliminary arrangements 
must he m ade by an officer of the quar­ 
termaster corps. 
The first thing to he 
done in to procure lists with weight 
of all property to he shipped, obtain 
this material and make out the bill of 
lading. 
This, with the number of men 
and officers, constitutes a basis on 
which he estim ates the num!*er and 
kind of cars needed. 
He then engages 
tho c ars und provides loading fac ilities, 
such us material for blocking und lash­ 
ing, and constructs necessary rumps, 
or runways, for entraining animals or 
wagons. 
Next, on the arrival of the cars. he 
inspects them from a thousand m ajor 
and minor angles. 
All cars must be 
clean. 
Passenger cars must be fully 
supplied with w ater and Ice, sufflclent- 
>y lighted and heated and all other 
appurtenances 
In 
proper 
condition 
Stock curs come In for special atten­ 
tion. 
Then the number of men or kind and 
quantity of supplies allotted to each 
car is marked on the aide or steps, to­ 
gether with the name of the organiza­ 
tion. 
In loading men three are us 
signed to each section in tourist sleep­ 
ers or three to each two seats in a day 
coach. 
Another important point Is to keep 
the troops of each unit with all equip­ 
ment together. 
This is Important Iii 
case of sudden uttack. 
Imagine the 
fate of a unit o f troops soddenly de­ 
trained at the firing line without equip­ 
ment! 
A possible element o f delay lies In 
the timing of the arrival of troops at 
tho station. 
There must be no time 
lost by cars waiting for the troops. 
The facilities for loading anim als und I 
wagons at each station on each route 
should be part of the quarterm aster 
corps’ records. 
(Julck aud noiseless 
loading und unloading of anim als with­ 
out confusion ure uu art in themselves. 
Dispositions of Individual anim als must 
be studied. 
Gentle animals should he 
placed opposite doors and therefore 
loaded last. 
The time of loading uud unloading 
has 
been 
carefully 
tabulated 
and j 
should not exceed the following: Iii 
fuutry, one hour; cavalry and light ar­ 
tillery, one and one-half hours; heavy 
artillery aud engineers 
with 
bridge I 
train, two hours. 
All movements, load­ 
ing, entraining, detraining, feeding and 
watering 
and 
exercising 
men 
uud 
horses, are m ade in military fashion. 
With each train kitchen cars are pro­ 
vided. Otherwise baggage cars are fit­ 
ted up by troops or arrangements made | 
for procuring meals, or at leust liquid 
coffee, at stations en route. Feeding of 
men and utdmals is iu itself no small 
mutter. 
Say the war department w as called 
upon to transport twenty field armies 
of 82.000 men each, or 1.040,000 men. 
In moving such a military force the 
railroads uiqst carry, besides the 1.040,- 
000 men. 700,000 mounts and draft an­ 
imals, 00,000 vehicles and 3,300 big 
gnu*. 
To accomplish this the quarterm as­ 
ter corps must have available at the 
right {KdntA 42.300 passenger coaches, 
7.700 baggage cars. 21.100 Ik>x curs. 
37.080 stock cars and 13.74)0 fiat tars, 
making a total of 124.380 cars, or 7.320 
trains with as many engines. 
Here Is the government's minimum 
estimate of the grosa weight of mate­ 
rials needed each month by this force 
of 1.040,000 men: Rations, 250.030.400 
pounds; ammunition. 7,040,100 pounds; 
forage, 
023.147.000 
iHMinds; 
general 
quarterm asters’ 
supplies, 
33.794.44<* 
pounds; clothing and equipage, 22.080- 
340 pounds; ordinance supplies other 
than 
ammunition. 
1,022.740 pounds; 
engineers' supplies, 12.208,320 I anilid*.

597.100 pounds; candy 
and tobacco, 319.080 pounds, making a
